VICTORY FOR INDEPENDENTS 


AGAINST PRIVATE AGREE- 
MENT. 


Declining to Meet Mitchell, Which, 
Miners’ Friends Aver, Was 
Breach of Their Word. 


Sperial to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—The big coal op 
erators have ended the attempt to settle 
the anthracite strike independently of the 
arbitration commission. 
Friends of the miners boldly accuse the 
presidents of going back on their word. 


The operators last night sent thig reply 
to a request to meet President Mitchell 
and conclude negotiations: 

“The conditions are such that no sub- 
stantial progress toward an adjustment can 
be made ~ fhe suggested meeting. The gen- 
eral S#dgment of the operators is that it 
will be best, for the present, to go on with 
the hearing.’’ 

This action brings the whole matter again 
before the coal strike commission, which 
adjourned last Saturday to Dec. 3, in order 
to permit negotiations which had been be- 
gun at Scranton for a private settlement to 
reach a conclusion. 

' This decision of the operators was reached 
after a conference in this city with repre- 
sentatives of about twenty-five independent 
mine owners who protested against the set- 
tlement outside of the commission because 
Oey were not consulted. 

These independent operators were enter- 
tained at luncheon b resident Baer in the 
Jersey Central building, the other coal road 
presidents being present. 


Remarkable Feature 

of the Conference. 

The dndependent ofpferators deprecated 
any attempt at a settlement between John 


Mitchell, representing the miners, on the 
one. hand,and the big operators on the other 
during the adjustment by the commission, 
and insisted that the only proper course 
now to pureue was to have ai] the matters 
at issue threshed out in order that the pub- 
lic might be enabled to reach an intelligent 
conclusion as to the merits of the contro- 
versy. 

Probably the most remarkable feature of 
the conference was that in less than two 
hours these 25 men, whose combined out- 

ut of coal does not exceed 15 per cent of 
he total amount mined, brought the un- 
compromising railroad presidents of this 
city around to theif way of thinking, where- 
upon, by a unanimous vote of both classes 
of operators, a dispatch was sent to Wash- 
ington declining to meet Mr. Mitchell and 
his associates in Washington on Friday 
morning as h been suggested. 

Just who sent the operators the invita- 
tion to go to Washington was not dis- 
closed, nor was the name of the rson to 
whom the operators addressed thelr answer 
made public. 

The language of that answer, however, 
was unequivocal. 

Mr. Mtichell, when shown the dispatch 
from New York teling of the action of the 
operators, simply smiled and said that he 
had not asked for the conference, but that 
when he was asked if it would be agreeable 
to him to meet the operators he said it 
would. 

Mr. Darrow and Mr. Lloyd, however, 
were outspoken regarding the action of the 
operators. Mr. Darrow said it was “now 
up to the operators,” and that he would 
return at once to Scranton, and on Tuesday 
next would appear before the commission 
ready to go on with the hearing. 


Once Assented 

to Propositions. 
Mr. Lloyd said that Friday’s canference 
had been suggested in order to adjust some 
matters on which there was still some dis- 


agreement. 
“Yet,’’ said Mr. Lloyd, ‘“‘the same men 


who only last week wired the commission 
their assent to fhe general provisions of 
the tentative agreement, and upon the 
étrength of which the commission adjourned 
for a week, tn order to give the parties 
time to get together, now go So 
back on their former action and call it all 
off. We are satisfied to go before this com- 
mission and continue the hearing.”’ 

Messrs. Mitchell, Darrow and Lloyd left 
here tonight for 6cranton.

Investigates Salary of Negro Janitor 
in Office of Building Commis- 
sioner Longfellow. 


One negro janitor, drawing $60 a month 
from the city, has caused the entire force 


of employes of Bullding Commissioner C. F. 
Longfellow to be without ready money for 
the purchase of Thanksgiving: turkeys. 

Until Mr. Longfellow satisfies President 
Phillips of the board of public improve- 
ments that the name of A. J. Howell should 
be on the payroll of the building depart- 
ment none of the employes of the depart- 
ment will receive his October salary. 

The payroll is now detained in the office 
of the president of the board. 

In Mr. Phillips’ office it is stated that 
Howell, who is a negro janitor, has not 
been actually employed since Sept. 4, and 
that another n Oo, whose name has not 
been placed on the payroll, has been work- 
ing in the building commisgioner’s office 
instead. 

Desultory warfare has been going on for 
several months between the office of the 
roa of the board and that of the 
uilding commissioner. The work on the 
new City Hospital has frequently been the 
cause of contention between the two de- 
partments. At another time Mr. Long- 
fellow charged that contracts were being 
let to a ay official by the board. 

The building commissioner has thus far 
refused to explain the presence of the 
negro’s name on the payroll further than 
to say that Howell was formally discharged 
only last Monday, and that his name should 
therefore be on the October and November 
payrolls.

THE IRISH STRUGGLE, 


The strugglo of the people of Ireland for the right to live 
and prosper on the’r own land has reached an acute stage. 
Landlordism, backed by all the wealth and prestige of aristo- 
cratic power, is making a final stand-for existence. 

In no country in the world has such a system of land tenure 
obtained as in Ireland. The vast majority of the occupying pro- 
prietors are tenants-at-will, and any improvement in their hold- 
ings is invariably followed by a raise in the rent. 

No amount of labor or industry could hope to successfully cope 
against such a system—where the fruits of man’s labor was taxed 
—and the result was that hundreds and thousands were evicted 
and were forced to emigrate. 

This system of landlord oppression has been the direct cause 
of the large population of Irish birth and descent that is found 
in this country today. 

Mr. Gladstone gave this system a serious setback tn 1881, but 
the principle of dual. ownership still remained, and evictions, 
though on a diminisned degree, continued as before. 

To end this condition of aftalrs an organization, 
United Irish League, was started a few years ago. 

Its main object is the compulsory purchase by the state of the 
landiord’s interest in the soil, and erecting in its stead a peasant 
proprietary on terms equitable to all concerned. 

Back of it all, however, is the demand for a national legislature, 
which is the sine qua non of Ifish demands. 

To enlist support for the United Irish League in its crusade 
agairst landlordism—especially among men of the Irish race in 
this country—Michael Davitt and John Dillon are here us envoys 
of the Irish Parliamentary Party. 

No better men cculd have been sent. Mr. Davitt spent long years 
in English dungeons for the cause of Irish liberty, was for two 
terms a member of the House of Commons, from which he re- 
signed as a protest against the Boer war.

In the lower court Prof. Weltmer  se- 
cured judgment for $750 against Rev. Bishop 
and the preacher appealed to the Supreme 
Court, where the Tchement of the lower 
court was reversed in an opinion by Judge 
Valliant. In the opinion the court says: 

“Courts are ot such slaves to the forms 
of proceedure as to surrender their own 
intelligence to an array of witnesses tes- 
tifying to an impossibility. They are not 
required to give creaanen to a statement 
that would falsify well-known laws of 
nature, though a cloud of witnesses swear 
to it. 

“We recognize that in the realm of aci- 
ence much is ~, undiscovered and especial- 
ly is this so in the science relating to dis- 
eases of the human system and their treat- 
ment. Different schools of medicine con- 
tend with each-other on vital questions, 
and, as long as the contest continues with 
reason, it cannot be said that the right of 
either above the other has been demon- 
strated, but if either school would con- 
vince us that it is right or even that it is 
entitled to be recognized as a contestant 
it must appeal to our intelligence and dis- 

euss the subject on the basis of natural 


laws. 
“If it cannot be discussed on that basis, 
If a man 
into court claiming to possess su- 
pernatural powers and brings with him 
witnesses who swear he has done for them 
that which we know is impossible, we are 
not required to believe such ev idence. 

“If there was anything in the plaintiff's 
(Weltmer) business which they call mag- 
netic healing that entitled ft to the protec- 
tion of the law, and which was not per- 
ceptible to the uninstructed, the burden 
was on them to show the rationale of it, 
and. failing to do so, the court showd closa 
its doors against them. The law of libel 
ie not designed to shield one in the practice 
of an illegal business. The business of the 
plaintiff (Weltmer), as shown by his own 
evidence, is of such a sharacter as that it 
is not entitied to protection under the law 
of libel.”’
